When Machines Came... 


Farm Life Began To Change... Community 
Ties Were Broken...City Ways Adopted 


ARMERS used to laugh at town peo- 

ple because they seemed unneighbor- 

ly and maybe even snobbish. “Why,” 
they would say, “our town cousin never 
talks to his next-door neighbor. Two 
houses away, he doesn’t even know the 
1ames of the folks who live there.” 

But now the country is getting to. be 
like the city. A farmert may move into a 
neighborhood on March 1. Six months 

terward, he has seen a neighbor 
who lives a half-mile away, except as he 
went by at 50 miles per hour. 


not 


What has made this change? Most- 
ly it’s machinery. You are not de- 
pendent on your neighbors any more. 
You can choose your friends from 
miles around. 

Here are some examples of how machin- 
ery has made farmers really independent. 
Not so many years ago, threshing was 
a neighborhood job. From 12 to 20 farm- 
ers followed the thresher for two to three 
weeks, going from one farm to another. 
Members of the threshing ring worked 
ogether and ate together. Sometimes 
ey had disputes, and even fights. Other 
nes the story-tellers held the spotlight. 
Threshing time was a social get-togeth- 
er as well as a hard job. Most of the men 
emed to enjoy it. At least, it made them 
feel that they belonged together. 
But the combine came along and made 
ost of this cooperation unnecessary. 
vo farmers might work together to har- 
t oats. But even that is not required.

But no 
who has lifted heavy corn bundles 
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onto a stripped-down hayrack worries 
much about that. 

And maybe farmers don’t worry be- 
cause the locker plant has ended home 
butchering with neighbors called in to 
help. And because the electric refrigerator 
has ended the exchange of work in put- 
ting up ice during zero weather. 

Even deeper in its effects, perhaps, and 
causing some concern, is the change that 
good roads and automobiles have made in 
country schools. The country schoolhouse 
is no longer a place where the old folks 
meet regularly to hear the children speak 
pieces and sing songs. 

The young folks go to high school, often 
at a nearby town. They are weaned away 
from the local neighborhood. The best 
girl or boy friend may live 30 miles away. 

All of these things have changed iarm 
communities. It might be more correct 
to say that they have destroyed commu- 
nity consciousness. 

Is it all for the better? If the sense of 


belonging to the community breaks down, 
is there some new attachment that will 
be as satisfying? There are two views: 

Some say “Yes.” Farm life has been 
enlarged. Now farmers and their children 
can be broader in their views—more se- 
lective in their associations. 

The old farm communities were too 
narrow-minded, these folks say. It’s a 
good thing to.break them up, make larger 
communities. 

On the other side, some will wonder if 
many individuals will not get lost in the 
larger communities. Some will never find 
a place where they can feel that they be; 
long and are helping. 


New rural communities are like 
towns and cities, these folks go on. 
There just isn’t any community life. 
There are only groupings and a tend- 
ency toward the creation of social 
and class lines. 


Whichever view you hold, you will 
agree that there is no turning back. The 
machines are here to stay. And there 
may be even more. 

The problem is to create a satisfactory 
rural life to go with mechanized farming. 
It’s doubtful if the city attitudes are 
worth adopting. A farm-spun way of life 
ought to be worth a try.

eggs for the market, but the dairy surplus 
is shrinking.

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How Much Feed 
Per Hog? 


To the Editor: How much 
feed does it take to produce a 
butcher hog, including feed for 
the mother?—B. E., Fremont 
County, Iowa. 


Here are approximate amounts 
of feed required to produce a 225- 
pound market hog (including pro 
rata share for breeding stock): 

17.1 bushels of grain, 75 pounds 
of protein supplement, 10 pounds 
of hay, four pounds of minerals 
and one-fifteenth acre of pasture. 

Grain may be corn, wheat or 
oats. But not more than one- 
fourth oats is considered in the 
above figures. Remember: these 
figures are approximate only. 
Feed costs up with small lit- 
ters, decline with large litters, 
since feed costs of breeding stock 
are carried by more pigs.

Winter Is Time 
To Cut Posts 
To the Editor: When is the 
best time of the year to cut 
trees for posts? — C. W., Sac 

County, Iowa. 

Winter is generally considered 
the best time to cut timber for the 
greatest durability. It is likely to 
be in better condition. Insect and 
fungus which attack freshly-cut 
timber are at a minimum. By the 
time the insects and fungus ap- 
pear in the spring, the timber has 
already seasoned somewhat. 

You will have less trouble with 
checking and splitting whén tim- 
ber is cut in the winter. It will 
not dry out so rapidly as timber 
cut in warmer seasons. 





Can He Deduct 
Gifts? 

To the Editor: What does 
the federal income tax law say 
about gifts and contributions? 
How much are you allowed to 
give away?—B. D., Knox Coun- 
ty, Hlinois. 


A taxpayer may deduct from his 
gross income contributions and 
gifts to religious, charitable, edu- 
cational, scientific, literary and 
fraternal organizations up to an 
amount not exceeding 15 per 
cent of “adjusted gross income.” 

But the law does not allow de- 
ductions for gifts to individuals.

Bunch Sales 


Higher Brackets Can Boost Your Income 


Tax As Much 


QGHALL I sell everything I can 
. before January 1, to save on 
income tax? That’s one of the 
puzzling questions that comes to 
every farmer as the year ends. 

Farmers on the cash: receipts 
basis have often timed their sell- 
ing before or after January 1 in 
order to save taxes. This year, 
there’s a temptation to sell before 
January 1 because the tax rate in 
1951 will be 12 to 15 per cent high- 
er than the 1950 rate. 


The tax saving, by selling 
in 1950, is not as great as 
many have estimated. Take 
an example: 


Say you are a married man with 
no children. You have a $3,000 net 
income (adjusted income, 
the revenue men call it) if you sell 
normally. With $3,000 income in 
each year, your tax will be about 
$265 for 1950 and $305 for 1951. or 
a total of $570. 

If you shift $1,000 worth of hogs 
into the 1950 tax your in- 
come will be $4,000 in 1950 and 
$2,000 in 1951. Your taxes for both 
years will be $422 plus $122, or a 
total of $544. 

The farmer with a normal $3,000 
income might save $26 by rushing 
his sales before January 1. That is 
assuming that the corn 
will bring the same price in De- 
in January.

Because bunching income in any 
one year puts some of your income 
into a higher bracket. Then we 
come to this conclusion, which is 
important: 

Keeping your income even one 
year with another saves taxes. It 
may save you more taxes than try- 
ing to dodge higher rates from 
one year to another. 

So most farmers will be more 
likely to save taxes by timing 
their sales according to last win- 
ter’s sales. If you sold before Jan- 
vary 1 last year, sell before Jan- 
uary 1 this year. If you held until 
January 1 last year, hold again 
this year. 

The farmer would be in particu- 
larly bad shape if he happened to 
bunch his sales in 1951. He would 


be hit by both higher tax rates 
and higher brackets.

AA) ASHINGTON, D. C.— When 
will the government slap con- 
trols on prices and wages? Chinese 
intervention in Korea has brought 
controls a lot closer. 
Before the bad turn in 
Washington officials figured that 
controls, if needed at all, could be 
held up until spring. But now de- 
fense spending will be stepped up. 
Without controls, that extra mon- 
ey will mean serious inflation. 
So the question now is not “if” 
but “when.” Officials aren’t drop- 
ping any hints because to do so

would upset markets. 

Best tho, is controls by 
March 1. It will take the govern- 
ment that long to whip the neces- 
sary machinery into shape. 

Another thing holding up action 
is that most farm products still 
are below the ceiling 
lowed by law.

PRODUCTION GOALS: Gloomy 
war picture has led the agriculture 
department to review its 1951 farm 
production programs. Larger acre- 
ages of corn and soybeans may be 
called for. And officials are worry- 
ing lest price ceilings may slow 
down beef and pork production. 

There’s talk about solving the 
livestock problem by using pro- 
duction subsidies similar to those 
used in the last war. Ceilings would 
be set at levels below those neces- 
needed output. Then

Such payments would, in effect, 
put a major part of the Brannan 
plan into operation. They’d be 
used to encourage production of 





more perishables such as pork, 
beef and poultry. But it will take 
action by congress before subsi- 
dies can be used. 

PRICE SUPPORTS: What if 
congress doesn’t okay some sort of 
incentive payments on_ perish- 
ables? In that case, USDA prob- 
ably will withhold all price sup- 
ports not required by law. 

The law now lists dairy prod- 
ucts as the only perishables that 
have to be supported. Secretary 
Brannan can support or not sup- 
port others as he chooses. 

So hogs, cattle, eggs, chickéns, 
turkeys, fruits and vegetables may 
gc unsupported next year. Reason, 
says Brannan, is that he has no 
effective way to support perish- 
ables. He calls buying and storing 
of perishables too expensive and 
wasteful. 

What Brannan wants, of course, 
is a go-ahead on the production- 
payments idea included in the 
Brannan plan. That, says the sec- 
retary, is the only effective way 
to support prices of perishables. 





SHORT SUPPLIES: Lack of 
supports might mean shorter sup- 
plies of some important perish- 
ables next year. 

The production of manufactured 
dairy products is down below last 
year—12 per cent for butter, 6 pe 
cent for cheese.’ Reason is con- 
sumers are buying more fluid milk. 

USDA says lack of price incen- 
tives will tend to keep milk p 
duction from expanding. 

Withdrawal of supports on eggs 
won't have much effect until next 
fail. Fewer pullets will go into 
laying houses then.

So we can look for about 
large an egg output during 
first half of 3951 as a year 
And the USDA bought one out 
of every 10 eggs laid last spring. 
This year the USDA will not buy 
dried eggs to support prices. 
For the Iowa egg producer this 
means lower egg prices during the 
spring months. 
With egg profits slimmer this 
year, fewer chicks will be bought 
this spring. That means fewer pul- 
lets housed next fall. 
So egg production will show a 
greater than usual drop next sum- 
mer and fall. And, in turn, prices 
will rise more than usual during 
the last half of 1951. 

Thus, there’ll be more money in 
eggs next winter and spring than 
in the season just ahead. Pros- 
pects are good enough to cause a 
good poultryman to stay with a 
normal program. But this is not 


Here is a thumbnail sketch of 
the rest of the outlook: 

CATTLE: Most cattle-feeding 
programs should net a profit this 
year. Supplies of well-finished 
beef will begin to taper off in an- 
other six weeks or so. This makes 
a good outlook for short-fed cattle. 
And the inflation should insure a 
top high enough to bail out the 
man with light cattle headed for 
next fall. 

HOGS: Packers are putting pork 
into storage. Marketings are at 
their fall peak. And prices are 
near their seasonal low. With the 
spread between light and heavy 
hogs narrow, the outlook favors 
carrying hogs into January. 
LAMBS: Critical period in the 
lamb market is at hand. This is 
the time when lambs from wheat 


pastures and corn belt feed-lots 
may bunch up on the market. 
With packers developing new 


methods of merchandising heavy 


lamb cuts, feeders may want to 
carry lambs to heavier weights 


than last year. 

BUTTER: Butter output is ata 
27-year low. But prices will hold 
near present levels until govern- 
ment-held surplus is worked off. 
This will take several months, but 
not over a year. 

CORN: Feeding quality of much 
of the 1950 corn crop is poor. So 
disappearance will be rapid. Corn 
prices will be rising by spring. 
SOYBEANS: Here’s a_ specu- 
lator’s paradise. Prices bob around 
more than for any grain. Prices 
are likely to average higher by 
spring — but there will be days 
when beans will sell below today’s 
market, Don’t sell on the breaks.
